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REMARKS 

In response to the office action, Applicant has amended claims 1, 5 and 15 to more 
clearly define the present invention and to overcome the Section 1 12 rejections as 
suggested by the Examiner. Applicant has cancelled claims 9-14, 25-35 and 45-48 without 
prejudice in the likelihood that these claims will be included in a continuation application. 
Claims 36-44 have been previously withdrawn without prejudice for possible inclusion in a 
divisional application. Applicant notes that with this amendment claims 1-8 and 15-24 
should now be allowable and an early notice of allowance is respectfully requested. 

Applicant respectfully requests continued examination and allowance of the claims. 
A sincere effort has been made to overcome the Action's rejections and to place the 
application in allowable condition. Applicant invites the Examiner to call Applicant's 
attorney to discuss any aspects of the invention that the Examiner may feel are not clear or 
which may require further discussion.
